A VIGGROUS CAMPAIGN AHEAD. 


‘The Situation of Parties in England, and the 
Groundwork of the Next Electioa— 
Some Actual Work to be Done. 


Lonpon, Angust 25.—Parliament will be 
prorogued next Saturday, and the tory leaders 
are already engaging their best speakers 
for a vigorous effort during the coming re- 
cess in the London constituencies. Some- 
thing of the kind has, indeed, been in contem- 
plation for somme time past. The conservative 
managers, to do tliem justice, are no more 
blind than other peopie to the fact that what- 
ever may be the case in the country generaily, 
the govetnwent has been for some time 
steadily 

LOSING GROUND IN LONDON. 

One of the nf@st acuie of the party officials 
expressed the opinion a short time ago that 
unless a vigorous anti-liberal campaign was 
commenced the conservatives would stand to 
lose twenty seats in Londcn. On one point, 
in fact, the party officials are agreed that the 
two weakest poriions cof the ministerial de- 
fenses arc London and Scotland. A possible 
loss of from fifteen to twenty seats in the cap- 
ital and an equal number north of tho Tweed 
is, indced, openiy talked of among conserva- 
tives who have real knowledge of electionecr- 
ing. And such aloss would almost 

DISPOSE OY THE MINISTERIAL MAJORITY. 

With regard to Scotland, the conservative 
view is that the return of the Scotch constit- 
noncies to their allegiance to Mr. Gladstone 
was a!l along inevitable, and that the election 
of 1855 gave no idea of the permanent feeling 
of the country. In the autumncampaign a 
desperate attempt is made to rally the minis- 
terial forces in}the constituencies, beginning in 
November, when Mr. Balfour will visit EKdin- 
bugh,anda ‘national demonstraiion”’ of Scotch 
unionists will be organized. But the con- 
servative managers lave really 

LIITLE HOPE OF SCOTLAND, 
and the loss of unionist seats north of the bor- 
der is regarded as inevitable. The case with 
regard to tlie capital is different. The con- 
servative view is that the home rule policy has 
made little progress in London, but that other 
points of the radical programme have made 
rapid headway. The enfranchisement of the 
leaseholds, the taxation of ground rents and 
the theory of a graduated income tax are be- 
lieved to have made great progress. With re- 
gard to the working classes it is believed that 

THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT 
fs far more formidab!e than the party leaders 
on either side wouid allow. The county_coun- 
cil is credited with having done a great deal to 
spread radical ideas. However this may be, a 
strong anti-radical propaganda 1s to be initia 
ted in the London constituencies which will it- 
self be favored to a great extent with ultra- 
democratic toryism, and Sir Roper Lethbridge 
is not the only ‘‘weak’’ member who will be 
asked before the next general elcetion to give 
place to a stronger successor. 

The Eoulangistsa In Council. 

Paris, Augast 25.—The Boulangists held a 
stormy meeting today to discuss the selection 
of candidates for the coming general election, 
M. Lagucire declared that although he was a 
personal friend of General Boulanger, he was 
not prepared to follow Boulanger blindly. His 
paramount desire was to witness the triumph 
of the ideas which Boulanger represented. 
The meeting dispersed in disorder. No can- 
didates were chosen. 

A Criticism on Blaine. 

Lonpon, August 26.—Commenting upon the 
seizure of the Canadian veszels in the Behring 
sea, the daily Newssays: ‘Secretary Blaine is, 
in a manner, committed to a policy of unfriend- 
liness toward England. There are many signs? 
however, that in the present dispute he has to 
veckon with iis own countryinen as well as 
with ours.”’ 

Deaths From Starvation. 

Lonpon, August 25.—Dispatches from 
Egypt say that famine prevails at Khartoom, 
Kassala, Tokar and other river towns. The 
survivors are said to be feeding upon the bodies 
of the dead. About twenty deaths from starya- 
tion daily are reported at Tokar. 

The Striking Dock Laborers. 

LONDON, August 25.—The striking dock la- 
horers marched today from East End to Hivde 
park, where they helda meeting. Speeches 
were made from several platforms. Resoiu- 
tionsin favorof continuing the strike were 
chosen.

FLOOD AND EARTHOUAKE, 
Disasiers Which Afflict China 
—Great Loss of Life. 

FrANctsco, Cal., August 25.—The 
steamer Cceanic arrived today from Hong 
Kong and Yokohoma, bringing advices to 
August 10, of farther details of the bursting 
of the Yeliow river embankments in the Pro- 
vince of Shanctung, July 22. The destruction 
is wice spread. The breach in the river is 
over 2,000 feet in Jength and a swift current 
swept through, flooding to the depth of twelve 
feet, a large cxtent of country lying adjacent. 
Many houses were washed awayand a dis- 
patch frown Chefoo states that the number of 
»ersons drowned is too great to be counted. 
Ten districts are already submerged, and it is 
feared many merein the low lying country 
south will suffer a similar fate. 

The latest advice concerning the earthquake 
at Kummamola, July 28, placed the number of 
killed at eighteen and the wounded at nine 
teen. Fifty two dwellings- were demolished. 

The telegra% of the 30th of July states that 
fifty-three shocks had been experienced and 
that they continued to be felt. The inhabi 
tants were sleeping in the open air. 

The Japan Gazette states that a mutiny 
took place at Manila, on board the American 
bark Fanny Clare, July 21. The crew drove 
the captain into the cabin, and ancther of the 
oflicers was compelled to seek safety by jump- 
ing overboard and swimming toa Spanish ves- 
scl near by. The mutineers set fire to the 
vessel, but on the arrival of a force of men 
from the gunboat Elano, they surrendered 
and were handed over to the United States 
censul for punishment. The fire on board 
the vessel was extinguished before any great 
damage was done.

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HENRY SHAW DEAD. 


The Great Philanthropist of St. Louis 
Dies. 

Str. Louis, Mo., August 25.—Henry Shaw, 
the yenerable philanthropist and the greatest 
friend St. Louis ever had, died early this morn- 
ing, without showing evidence of physica! or 
mental suffering. At his bedside were Mrs. 
Julius Moriss, Mr. Shaw’s sister, and a num- 
ber of his most intimate friends. 

Henry Shaw was an Englishman by birth. 
At the ageof nineteen hecame to America 
and located in St. Louis, arriving here in 1819. 
He first embarked in the hardware business 
on the levee, and foratime was proprietor, 
clerk and porter. Healso gave some atten- 
tion to Indian supplies. He prospered, and 
after twenty years of commercial life, hud 
amassed suflicient forturne to enable him to 
retire from business, which he did at the age 
of forty. He went abroad and _ visited 
nearly every quarter of the giobe, 
being away from this country about 
ten years. It was upon his return that he 
commenced the study and cultivation of 
plants and Howers, and it was in the prosccu- 
tion of these studies thatthe now world-famous 
betanical gardens had their origin. He 
mace his gardens and beautifal estate free to 
the public. With his death the gardens be- 
comethe property of the state of Missouri, 
Another, and perhaps more valuable gift, was 
presenting to the city of Tower Grove park, a 
resort of peculiar beauty. Mr. Shaw’s resi- 
dence, where he died, was at Tower Grove 
park, and he passed but little time at his down 
cownhome. His estate is valued at $250,000, 
and itis thought the greater part will be left 
tothe clty of St. Louis in various bequests, 
and it is nnderstood the charitable institutions 
of the Episcopal churel will be favored in his 
will. The only relative in this country besides 
his sister is a cousin, Frank b. Bradbury.

The Owner of the Original Wilt Not 
hibit During the Big Diaplay. 

BatTimnore, M. D., August 25.—There is 
much indignation felt in this city among the 
promoters of the big display next month 
against Mr. Eden Appleton, No. 71 East Fifty- 
fourth street, New York, Mr. Appleton is 
the possessor of the flag which floated over 
Fort McHenry in September, 1514, when thie 
British invaders bombarded the fort and were 
ignominiously driven from the waters of the 
Chesapeake. It is thesame flag that inspired in 
Francis Scott Key, that geuuine burst of pa- 
triotism, ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner,’’ as he 
caught sight of it through the morning mist 
from the deck of a British vessel on which he 
was detained a prisoner, still waving over the 
fort. On September 12 next there will bea 
grand celebration here of the repulse of the 
British. There wili be a bombardment and 
defeuse of the fort in which several United 
States war ships will be engaged. The ccle- 
bration, it was thought, would not be 
camplete without the presence of the original 
flag, but the most potent influences fail to 
induce Mr. Appleton to allow it to come 
to Baltimore. There is strong talk now of 
calling the attention of the secretary of war to 
the matter. Itisciaimed that Appleton has 
no right to the flag; that it was made by tho 
Jadies of Baltimore and presented to Fort Mc- 
Henry as the garrison fiag, and therefore. 
properly belongs to the United States govern- 
ment. It came into Appleton’s hands through 
a line of descent from Colonel George Armis- 
tead, who commanded at Fort McHonry dur- 
ing the bombardment. After the contlict Co- 
lonel Armistead took personal possession of 
the flag. 


FRED DOUGLASS IN DANGER. 


Rumors That His Commission to Hayti Will 
be Revoked. 

WasninetTon, August 23.—Fred Douglass, 
United States Minister to Hayti, in an inter- 
view witha Post reporter today, in regard to 
the renorts that his appointment was to be re- 
voked said: 

“If I should happen to be recalled I should 
not feel-humiliated in the least. I never 
sought the appointment in any way, and the 
nomination was somewhat of a surprise. But 
I do not believe that there is any truth in the 
report. There was some opposition to my ap- 
pointinent prierto the time the nomination 
was nace by the president... I know, but that 
was 3}1 thoroughly considered at the time.”’ 

It is understood that the opposition referred 
to comes from somes New York merchants, 
who wanted a business man appointed. If 
there were only opposition to him on the part 
of the residents ot Liavti, Mr. Douglass said it 
was probably due to the part he took in General 
Grant’s Domingo annexation project. 

“But,” continued he, ‘‘whatever may have 
been my views then in regard tothe annexa- 
tion, I do not think cither San Domino or 
Hayti is in condition to be anneXed at present, 
andany attempt to annex them Iam sure would 
be futile. Hfaytiens night possibly feel that 
they were beidg discriminated against when 
this gevernment selected men of his race, in 
view of the comparatively small proportion 
which the negro bore to the total population of 
the United States.’’ 

Notime has yet been fixed for Mr. Douglass’s 
departure.

The coilege is 
over a century old and is supported by endow- 
ments and not by state or municipal aid. Its 
roll of students rarely runs over thirty, and it 
is entirely a day college.

ANDTITE WATERS OF THE RESER- 
VOIR RUSH TUROUGH. 


THREE VICTIMS OF THE DISASTER. 


The Spring Lake Reservoir, Near Fiskville, 
breaks its Banks, and the Waters 
Rush Out Into the Valley Below. 


Provipence, R.1., Aug%st 25.—The spring 
lake reservoir. near Fiskville, in the south- 
west corner of Cranston, about fifteen miles 
from the city, which supplies the whole row of 
mil! villages along Pawtucket river, burst this 
afternoon. 

Three persons were drowned, and some 
damage cone to preperty. 

A man named Yeaw, who was about a quar- 
terofamile off, noticed the water coming 
through the masonry of the dam, as he de- 
scribes, in a stream about as big asa barrel. 
No examination has yet been made to ascer 
tain the cause of Whe break. Nothing was 
known of the three people drowned in the 
woods until the excited villagers, learning the 
dam had given way, hurried upthe valley, and 
found the bodies on the way. 

Tho reservoir was practically emptied. 

The drowned were: Mrs. Green Tew, aged 
sixty; Mrs. Hawkins, agéd ninety and Mrs. 
Tew’s son, six or seven years old. They were 
walking through a strip of woods and were 
overtaken by the floodand drowned. 

The river rose rapidlpand caused consider- 
able alarm among the people along its banks, 
who thought that Rhegansett reservoir, the 
biggest in the state, had gone. Many of them 
left their houses and fied, but the fiood sub- 
sided asrapidly as it hadcome. The path of 
ihe water from the reservoir was through a 
thinly settled country, and the only damage to 
property was the wrecking of a stabie belong- 
ing to Russell Matthewson. the capsizing ofa 
carriage shop belonging to Dr. N. HE. Clarke, 
andthe demolishing of three road bridges. 
The dam was built in 1887 for the service of the 
Pawtucket valley, the company redeeming a 
small swamp pond locally known as Spring 
lake. The reservoir covered eighteen acres 
and contained about 35,000,000 gallons of 
water. 


FIRE IN KANSAS CITY. 


The Packing House of Swift & Co. Nar- 
rowly Escapes. 

Kansas City, August 25.—The im- 
mense packing house of Swift & Co., at the 
corner of Rerger avenue and [Jirst streets, 
was saved from total destruction by fire today 
by a fortunate shift of the wind. As it was, 
the smokehouse, a structure of corrugated 
iron, 40x40 feet, and rendering house, 125x40 
feet, were consumed. 

Fire has broken out several times recently 
in the smokehouse, and it is supposed that it 
criginated from some defect in the flues. 
During the fire Master Mechanic Tate fell 
from the roof of the smokehouse while at- 
tempting to descend by a rope, and was in- 
stantly killed. The total less on the building, 
machinery and stock is placed by Superin- 
tendent Young at $150,000, with $100,000 in- 
surance, placed with forty-two companies. 

Supposed to Be Work of an Incenciary. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 25.—[Special.] — 
Mike J. Baker’s store and stock of general 
merchandise, located three miles north of 
Waco Station was destroyed by nocturnal fires. 
There was $1,500 insuraacS in Hamburg-Bre- 
men. On the goods the loss is estimated to be 
about £2,000. Itis supposed that it was the 
work of an incendiary, as the rear doorand 
wihdow of the storeroom were found open 
when the tlames were first discovered. 

Fire in Columbus. 

CotumsBus, O., August 25.-The Sterne Chit- 
tenden building was the scene of fire today.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 25,--[Special.]-- 
Little Mamie Parker, fourteen years old, died 
yesterday afternoon from the effects of medi- 
cine administered to her by her little cousin, 
Bessie Woods, -They were playing doctor 
with each other, with Bessie pretending to be 
the physician. She made her little cousin 
take ten pills, and teok severai herself. When 
Mamie became il], Dr. Stephens was sent fer 
immedistely, but they could do no good in 
rolieving the sufferer, as she breathed her last 
yesterday, shortly afterwards. Ler parents 
were sent for, but did not arrive in time to see 
their child alive. They are frantie with grief. 
An antidote was given to Bessie Woods, and 
relieved her. Sheis still quite sick, but is 
considered inno danger. The pilis were of 
various kinds, some being tonic, some laxative, 
but their oxact contents could not be ascer- 
tained. 


WENT TO PROTEST. 


The J. H. Mahier Company, of St. Paul, 
Goes Under, 

Sr. Paut, Minn., August 25.—The J. H. 
Mahler company, of this city, one of the 
largest carriage and wagon houses in the west, 
made a voluntary assignment yesterday to ex- 
Congressman John D. McDonald. The state- 
ment of assets and liabilities has not yet been 
filed, but from the magnitude of the com- 
puny’s operations, the liabilities will probably 
not failshort of $500,000. The failure caused 
a sensation in commercial circles, as the com- 
pany has been doing business throughout the 
west second only to one other in importance. 
It is learned that the company has been in 
financial straights for several months, but the 
officers mortgaged their property and expected 
to weather the storm, until yesterday, when a 
large ainount of paper fell due and was allowed 
to go to protest.

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THE FIGET AGAINST JUTE. 


L. L. Polk Talks About Cotton 
Gamblers. 

Ratsien, N. C., August 25.—[Special.]— 
Colonel L. L. Polk, president of the Interstate 
Farmers’ association, returned here today from 
the meeting of that body at Montgomery. In 
answer to an inquiry as to the status of the 
fight between the farmers and the jute bagging 
trust, the colonel said: 

“It is approaching a crisis. The alliance is 
encouraged by the friendly action of the 
American cotton exchanges, by the constant 
accession of mills that are going into the man- 
ufacture of cotton bagging and by the una- 
nimity and determination of the farmers 
throughout the south to fight it out to the bit- 
terend. The Interstate association organiza- 
tion is solidly against the jute trust, which has 
an active, shrewd and jeaious ally in the cot- 
ton speculators or gamblers in futures. They 
have sold large quantities of cotton to be 
delivered in the early fall. They are dread- 
fully alarmed that cotton is being held back 
by the farmers, and the price is advancing, and 
today itis a singnlar fact that spot cotton is 
selling at higher figures than their contract 
prices. These men must have cotton, cr they 
are hopelessly wrecked. ‘They have sold, and 
they must deliver, hence they are putting 
forth powerful efforts to force the cotton onthe 
market. It is ludicrous to read their dis- 
paches, circulars and bogus letters now crowd- 
ing the columns of the daily papers. They 
magnily the growing crop and hold up the 
preseut prices, and claim that they must de- 
Cline. They parade the non-action ‘of the 
Li: erpool exchanve, and positively assert that 
it.¢cil not recognize cotton bagging. If the 
L&erpoo! exchange has so declared, I have 
fefed to see the official announcement. We do 
not expect the co-operation of Liverpool until 
it is forced. Epglish capital, English ship- 
ping and English manufacturers and Liver- 
pool speculators, of course, are all interested 
in perpetuating the use of jute, but all this 
commotion in cotton circles in America 
is the work of gamblers in futures, 
who have millions at stake, and who 
are now standing face to faeo with 
financial ruin. They do not care 
how cotton is wrapped, for the terrible reality 
stares them in the face that they must have 
sufficient cotton to fill their contracts and they 
inust have it quick. So desperate have the 
speculators become that they already have 
agents traveling from farm to farm in the more 
southern states offering to buy cotton and ad- 
vance the money. This is a struggie, not for 
temporary triumph over tha bagging trust, but 
one for a great princlple, and we will not relin- 
quish the fight.’’

{n “The Romance of a Poor Yourg Man” in 
the Joliet Penitentlary. 

Cuicaco, August 25.--Yesterday developed 
another installment of real lifein ‘‘Tho Ro- 
mance of 2 Poor Young Man.’* The actual 
name of the young man who, .under the name 
of George Dunning, is serving a four year 
term in the Joliet penitentiary as a result of 
his love for a millionaire’s daughter,is Ernest 
Dunnivant. His father, an old Chicago 
printer, died four years ago, leaving a widow, 
seven daughters and two sons. Upon the 
earnings of Ernest the family were dependent, 
aiter the death of the father, until the boy 
went to the penitentiary. Since then the 
family’s existenco has been iaintained 
only by a severe struzgle. The mother was 
seen by areporter and corroborated the story 
told about the persecution of her son, giving 
the story in detail. She said further that the

| COOLY’S BOMBSHELL. 


REDUCTION IN RATES MAY MEAN 
RUIN TO NORTHERN LINES, 


A RAILROAD CRISIS OUT WEST. 


Judve Cooley, Chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Kenders His 
Opinion, 


From the Philadelphia Press, ‘ 

Cuicaco, August 22.—The mighty hand of 
Judge Cooley, chairman of tho interstate 
commerce commission, descended today on 
the turbulent northwestern roads and smote 
them sorely. In trying to avoid the blow the 
roads fell from Scylla into Charybdis, the net 
result being that a local rate of fifteen cents a 
hundred, first class, will be in effect tomorrow 
morning betwgen Chicago and St. Paul. 

The cut of the Burlington and Northern on 
a proportion of the through rate from sixty to 
fifteen cents, Chicago to St. Paul, was the 
most sensational cutof the year, but as the 
local rate was kept atsixty cents, earnings 
would not be largely decreased, as but little 
through traffic went by rail to St. Paul. The 
reduction of the local rate and, for that mat- 
ter, the through rate, also, to. a fifteen cent 
basis means a reduction in gross freight earn- 
ings of 75 per cent and hopeless bankruptey to 
every read which sticks to the rate. Heroic 
measures scemed the only cure for the com- 
Diicated northwestern siteation, and the 
fifteen-—cent all-round rate is morally certain 
to kill or cure. 

JUDGE COOLEY’S OPINION. 

The morning session of the Western Freight 
association witnessed only a vain wrangle over 
the question andan adjournment was taken 
until three o’clock to give Chairman Faithorn 
an opportunity to consult with Judge Cooley 
relative to the situation. The result was read 
te the association by Chairman Faithorn, and 
proved to be the biggest bombshell ever ex- 
ploded. in an American railroad meeting. 
Judge Cooley’s cpinion was as follows: 

1. The taritithe Chicago, Buri:ngton and North- 
ern las putin forceis nothing but a loecaltariffi It 
is not a joint tariff, and nothing cau be a joint 
tariff in whichthe lines donot unite; therefore, 
every time the chargeon a local c-nsignment is 
different from the rates named in said tariff itisa 
breaca of the law, each consignineut being a dif 
ferent offense, 

2 Lvyen if the rates were otherwise legal, the great 
disparity between them and the so-called loval 
rates would of itself render them filegal, and this 
applies whether the fourth section (the long and 
shart haul clause) is ignored or not. 

o. If this is persisted in, the remedy will be for 
the con:mission to reduce the local rates to the basis 
which has been cstablished. Th2 roads must ex- 
pect that remedy will be applied, end that speedily. 
{f the commission announces rates, those rates 
hola good until changed by thom. 

4. Tue commission prefers that the roads deal 
with this qucstson themseéives, but cannot toile ate 
(he present condition of things, and vrempt action 
mustte bad. ILisa tublic scandal and diserace, 
and wil!, if itis continued, refiect_ upon he com- 
mession, As the action takeu is invalid, poten 
day’s notice is necessary. 

THE ASSOCIATION TAKEN ABACK. 

The members of the association were com- 
pletely stunned by the report. General Man- 
ager Egan, of the Chicago, St. Paul and Kan- 
sas City, was the iirst to recover. Rising to 
his feet he said: 

Mr. Chairman, I want the record of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and kansas Cily {o be periectly clear in 
this maiter. In the first place. 1 would like to ask 
if the Chicago, St. Parl and Kansas City bas not 
voted all the time for a restoration of rates and 
becn simply a foreed follower in mectiug low rates? 

The chairman said the record of the Chica- 
go, St. Panland Kansas City was perfectly 
clear and that it could in no sense be called a 
demoralizer. Mr. Egan then continued thus: 

We propose to keep our record as clear legally, in 
view of the decision of Judge Coolye; there is but 
oue of twothings for us to do; either to go entirely 
out of business, not moving a pound of freight, or 
10 make a legal rate as low us any of our competi- 
tors. Wechoose the latter course and herewith 
give notice that we will reduce the sixty-cent local 
rate, Chicago to St. Paul, toa fifteen-cent basis. In 
other words, we will confoim exactly to Judge 
Cooley's decision, 

TWENTY MINUTES OF WEIGHTY RESULTS. 

This notice fairly electritied the members, 
aliofthem clamoring to be heard. Before 
another road could give netice of reduction, 
however, one of the cooler heads near the 
chairman secured his attention and made a 
motion to adjourn. The motion was declared 
carried, and the disorderly meeting brought to 
aclose, it lasted barely twenty minutes, but 
seldom or never in railroad history were 
twenty minutes so fraught with weighty 
results. 

What the ontcome will be no living man 
can foretell with certainty. The fifteen-cent 
local rate goes into effect in the morning, 
and, as itis perfectly legal, must remain in 
force at least ten days. In view of the 
position taken -by the Burlington and 
Nerthern, it is extremely doubtful if there 
will be an immediate raise in rates. The 
whole difficuity lies in the position of that 
road. It made the fifteen-cent rate origin- 
ally to meet the Canadian Paciiiec and ether 
competition in the northwest. It must doa part 
of the ibrough business or go into bankruptey, 
as its local business does net begin to pay ex- 
penses. Of course the other St. Paul roads, 
with the possible exception of the Rock 
Island, must meet the fifteen cent rate, con- 
sequently the Burlington aud Northern must 
give up enilreiy its share of the throngh busi- 
ness and gointo liquidation, or compel the 
other roads to keepin effect the fifteen cent 
rate by itseli refusing to yield. This course, 
however, means bankruptcy for ail the ruads, 
and itis reasonable to suppose that they will 
club together and buy up the Burlington and 
Nortvern sooner than allow themselves to be 
slowly vied to death. 

* ANOTHER PHASE OF THE CUT. 

Another phase of the question is that the 
making of the fifteen cent local rate compels 
its adoption with a slight advance at the Mlis- 
souri river gateways. This means that the 
present seventy-five cent local rate to Kansas 
City, St. Joseph, ete., must be reduced to 
about twenty cents. Cl! course, this is contin- 
gent on the permanency of the fifieen cent 
rate to St. Panl and Minneapolis. ‘Should it 
remain in eflect six months, every granger 
road. with the possible exception of the Alton, 
would bein the hands of receivers,’’ said the 
president of one of these roads tonight. 

“There is no possibliity of magnifying the dis- 
aster which willovertakeall the western roadsif 
the 15 cent rate to St, Paul is continued. -It must 
be advanced, or those of us who do not write ‘re- 
ceiver’ before our names will be outof ajob. The 
Burlington and Northern makes the problem an 
extreme:y kno'ty one. They must have through 
traffic or fail to pay operating expenses, It ap- 
parently §can not get through tailie except 
ar the fifteen-cent rite, That rate 
means death not cniy to the 
rest of us, but also to the Burlington and Northern. 
We must find some way out of it and raise tbe rates, 
I confess the only way 1 see is tobuy up the Burs 
lington and Northesn, or persuade the Canadian 
Pacitie aud the water lines to raise their rates. The 
close of the navigation will not help us, as the 
fifteen-cent rate was made originally to meet the 
Canadian Pacific and ‘Soo’ rates,”’ 

WHAT CHAIRMAN COOLEY SAYS. 

Chairman Cooley was seen at the Palmer 
house in the evening and talked freoly on the 
subject. Said he: 

“The officiais of the Northwestern roads are 
acting like a parcel of fools. Canadian Pacific 
competition has eaten deeply into their earn- 
ings, but thatis no reason why illegal tariffs 
should be made to meet the situation. The 
roads must seek relief through congress, the 
only body which can give it tothem. I ap- 
preciate the condition of the roads fully and 
will help them all I can, but I certainly will 
not allow them to proceed further in their 

yresent lawless course. The law was made to 

e obeyed and not to be overridden at pleas- 
ure. The roads were making a laughing stock 
of the interstateScommerce commission. We 
propose now to see that the law shall be 
obeyed. The interstate commerce act is not 
perfect, and we already see where it can be 
improved. It will probably be amended during 
the next session of congress, with a view to 
protecting American roads from Canadian 
competition. 


“Of course I cannot tell what will be the

CRESTON, Ia., August 25.—The blue grass 
palace was appropriately opened here. Gov- 
ernor I.arrabee, Governor Thayer, of Nebras- 
ka, and cther distinguished guests officially 
participating in the excursion. The wildes’ 
enthusiasm greeted the incoming excursion 
trains. Each citizen of Creston constituted 
himself a cominittee of one to receive, properly 
eare furand eniertain the guests. The city is 
gorgeous with decorations and illuminaticns, 
each street and every store being covered with 
blue glass, artistically fashioned in fanciful 
designs, in many cases of creat beauty. The 
liluminations are extensive and of unusual 
brilliancy.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., August 25.—[Special.] 
Sandy Gannaway, the biggest and bl:ckes’, 
though among the most inteiligentof the 
negroes of this section, was the first man to 
bring a bale of cotton to this market. He ar- 
rived in the city on Saturday, seated upon a

P. M. Compton & Son for eleven anda haif 
cents. 

Sandy is a prosperots farmer and quite a 
leader among his people, but he is not what he 
was fifteen years ago. Atthat time he had 
accumulated a snug fortune, but he took a 
notion that Le would emigrate back to his 
fatherland, nor did he stand on the order of 
going, but left at once for Liberia where 
his customs were not atall acceptable. He 
spent nearly a year trying to instill civiliza 
tion into the miads of the people there, but 
finally left between two suns, depriving the 
inhabitants of that country of afew meals of 
Baldwin county negro flesh, having incurred 
their wrath, which they were sworn to avenge 
even at the cost of his scalp. He returned to 
this county a sadder but wiser man and has 
learned that ‘‘well enough’’ in some localities 
is preferable to ‘‘luxury’”’ where every meal is 
probably the last. 

CAPTAIN ©. F. NEWELL, 
one of the most promient farmers and alliance 
men, of*this county, has just r@turned from 
his big plantations in Baker county where he 
reports crops in magnificent condition. He 
will make above four hundred bales of cotton 
this year besides an abundance of cereals. 
Speaking to your correspondent yesterday 
about the alliance and cotton bagging he said;

Ii it were not for the 
battle now being waged by the al:iance against 
jute, I would not be surprised if it sold for 
twenty-five cents a yard.” 

The alliance here are in pretty much the 
same mind and jute bagging wiil not have 
very much of a chance in this county.

Point this season was sold by Mr. J. L. Bar- 
row last Monday, and purchased by Messrs, J. 
J. Hagedorn & Co. Mr. Barrow’s cotton was 
wrapped in jate bagging, and brought ten and 
three-eighths cents. The second bale of new 
cotton was sold by Mr. C. W. Warner on 
Tuesday, and was purchased by Messrs. Eady 
& Baker. Mr. Warner's cotton was wrapped 
in anti-trust bagging, and brought eleven and 
one-quarter cents. The difference between 
the prices paid for the first two bales of new 
cotton sold in West Point is very significant. 
if Mr. Barrow’s cotton had been wrapped in 
cotton bagging it would have’ brought more 
money.

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HAS WORDS OF ADVICE FOR FARM- 


ERS AND MERCHANTS, 


There is no Cause for War Between Them— | 


The Farmer is Only Seeking the Recogni- 
tion of His Rights. | 

BARNESVILLE, Ga., August 25. — Editors 
Constitution: As your paper is read by more of 
the agricultural people, and perhaps by more 
of our alliance brethren than any other now 
published in the state, and knowing there is a 
feeling existing in some localities between the 
alliance men and the merchants, also those en- 
gaged in other vocation which should not be, 
and believing that this feeling is brought 
about for the want of a proper understanding 
between the different classes, I write to give 
you and your many readers my views on this 
subject—one which, in my opinion, should be 
properly understood by all classes. I find 
with a great many of the brethren a feeling 
of hatred toward the merchant, also the 
same oxisting with the mercliant toward the 

alliance. 

It is all wrong and should not be, and no one 
now a member of this grand and noble institu- 
tion should encourage any such thought, and 
will not do so if they understand their duty as 
an alliauce man. Neither should those engaged 
in other pursuits think because they are not 
eligible for membership to the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance that we are organizing against them. 
They place the wrong construction on the or- 
der. hey forget that other classes are organ- 
ized for their special benefit, and that farmers 
are not expected tocome in their meetings 
from the fact that their business relations are 
not the same as ours. 

They scem to havesome doubts as to the 
reality of our organization, and have not yet 
fellinline. SButall such business men have 
discovered that there is nothing new in the 
principles upon which the alliance is founded. 
They are the foundations of all honest govern- 
ment, and without them such government can- 
not exist. The foundation of the Farmers’ 


‘Alliance means protection and self-preserva- 


tion, and these principles are as old as the race 
of man. Our declaration of purposes teach 
us that it is onr duty to constantly strive t@le- 
cure entire harmony and good will amo 
all mankind and we should remember that We 
are all one people together, all Americans, 
laboring under the same great oppressions, aud 
the various institutions, With all the public 
enterprises of our common country, should not 
be arrayed or suffer themselves to become imn- 
paired against each other by any spasmodic 
madden folly. Society is made up of farmers, 
menehants, doctors, lawyers, preachers, teach- 
ers and editors. It requires all of these to 
form that great compact of human 
intelligence. Each is necessary’ for 
the greatest. good, hence we all 
become important factors, mutually 
dependent upon each other for protection of 
life, liberty and property. All mustjadmit this; 
yot the agricultural people are discriminated 
against not only by our national government, 
but equally so of that of our state. ’Tis truo 
we produce, toa great extent, the wealth of 
this nation, and as a class, are growing poorer, 
while those engaged in other vocations are 
increasing in wealth. Many times when we 
place an article on the market for sale, we fail 
to get what it cost us to produce it. Is this 
from the cause of over production? Certainly 
not, aud no one well informed = will 
Say 80. But from the fact. that 
laws of our government will allow individuals 
to combine their capital and by such control 
the prices of the farmers’ produce until it gets 
out of his hands, then force 1t up to double the 
price it- was first soid for. This keeps the 
farmer poor, keeps him in debt, and the inter 
est will continually eat up his farm and make 
him and those he so dearly loves and labored 
so hard for their independence tenants or 
siaves to thesefmoneyed king’.g these are ques- 
tions of & moméntous nature—questions that 
give the solution of our dilapidated con- 
dition, socially and financially; questions 
that if not met with prompt and 
speedy action upon the part of the laboring 
classes, Willsubvert our government and make 
us and our loved ones slaves to this heertless 
class. 

Then, brother Alliancemen, we have no 
fighttomake against our merchants wuless 
they show fight tirst; then fight to the bitter 
end, No merchant who has the geod of his 
country at heart will oppose us. Wouiile our 
doors are closed against them, they should be 
our friends and we theirs, aud I believe, Mr. 
Editor, I voice the sentiments of the mer- 
chants of Barnesville and other towns in our 
county when i say they are ready to aid us in 
every way possible to defeat any trust or com 
bine that has for its purpose to fleece the agri- 
cultural interest, and the rame_ relations 
should exist with our whole people, and until 
it does we will never accomplish the objects 
sought.

| INTHE BARBECUE COUNTY. 


A DISTINGUISHED PARTY OF AT 
LANTINS IN WICKES COUNTY. 


The Party Leave in Hon. Pat. Calhoun’s Pri- 
vate Car—They Visit Hillman and the 


Electric Shaft. 

WASHINGTON, Ga., August 25.—[Special.]— 
There is a tradition in this section of 
Georgia, that the very first barbecue ever 
served was in Wilkes county. 

Two and three barbecues a week are not 
unusual during the summer season. 

In fact, barbecues are a pastime for the 
Wilkes county citizens. 

Whenever one of Wasnington’s merchants, 
bankers or professional men find time hanging 
heavy upon him he simply passes an invita- 
tion around, and ina half hour the beef. the 
hog and the sheep are cooking over the trench, 
the appetizing odor going in every direction. 

The Wilkes county barbecue can’t be dupli 
cated, and aseat around one of the tables 
beats a year’s board of the Kimball. 

One day last week Hon. E. Y. Hill, M. P. 
Reese, T. B. Green, James Benson, Judge 
Hardeman, Colonel Frank Colley and Henry 
Colley arranged for one, and a day or two 
later extended invitations to Hou. Pat Cal- 
houn, Mr. Don Bain, Captain E. P. Howell 
and other Atlantians to attend. 

Saturday was the day fixed for the feast. 

The Atlanta party was organized and de- 
cided to leave Atlanta Friday afternoon and 
pass the night at Hillman. 

That afternoon, when the Georgia fast mail 
rolled from under the union depot, Hon. Pat 
Calhoun’s private car, the ‘‘Ellenita,’’ was 
coupled behind and in the car were: 

Hon. A. O. Bacon, Hon. Boykin Wright, 
Hon. Howell Glenn, Colonel G. W. Adair, 
Hon. James O’Neil, Hon. J. Lindsay Johnson, 
Hon. Roger L. Gamble, Jr., Mr. Paul Romare, 
Hon. Frank Colley, Hon. Pat Calhoun, cy 
tain FE. P. Howell, Mr. Don M. Bain, Hon. E 
Y. Hill, Hon. M. P. Reese, Mr. Robert F. 
Wright, Mr. T. B. Green, Mr. J. C. Harris. 

The car, one of the finest in the south, was 
“equipped” especially for the party, and the 
trip was a most delightful one. 

About dusk the train reached Barnett, where 
the private coach was sidetracked. A few 
minutes later the Washington branch triin 
coupled on, and a run of seven miles put the 
party at Hillman. Atthe depot the visitors 
were met by Mr. James Benson and Captain 
White and a delegation of Washington citi- 
zens, and escorted to the hotel. 

The hotel is located upon a hill, and gives 
the visitor a magnificent view of the country 
for miles around. It is a large, well-arranged 
building, neatly furnished and supplied with 
all modern improvements. I[tis scrupulously 
clean and presenting an inviting appearance. 

Then, too, itis managed ina mostexcellent 
manner. 

A tempting supper awaited the party upon 
arrival, and every one did full justice to the 
good things Manager Brown had _pro- 
vided. A delightful breeze prevailed, 
and after tea the gentlemen 
congregated upon the piazza, where they re- 
mained until bed time. 

Early yesterday morning everybody re- 
sponded to roll cxll, and, after an excellent 
breakfast, led by Colonel Adair, started for 
the shaft. 

That shaft has been written about and 
described so often, still noonecan conceive 
whatitis, and noone can explain satisfac— 
torily the many miraculous cures which it has 
produced. 

In the shaft the 
right arm 
had been perfectly dead for twelve years, and 
before he left the place he used that arm 
pumping water. 

H. O. Hagan is an employe of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad in Chatt2nooga. 
Twelve years ago his right side was paralyzed 
and his arm rendered entirely useless. For 
years he had never opened his hand and the 
finyers were rigid in a cramped position. The 
skin and -tlesh appeared perfectly dead 
and no amount of hard tb- 
bing would produce the slightest 
color. A few weeksago he went to Hillman, 
and in less than a week opened his hand and 
began to move hisarm. ‘Today he can grasp a 
pump handle in that hand and use it almost 
as well as ever. 

Mr. Hagan enters the shaft twice a day, and 
removing his coat places his bare arm 
against the wall. In a few 
minutes a twitching, nervous motion 
appears, and this increases until he acquires 
control of the arm and hand. 

Two young ladies, the Misses Fallon, of 
Sharon, entered the shaft while the party was 
there. They placed chairs near the wall and 
in less than tliree minutes afier sitting down 
the effect of the current was apparent. 
their fingers began to show a nervousvess, 
then their hands began to jerk and a min- 
ute more both ladies were shaking from head 
to foot. The party congregated around the 
ladies and joining hands formed a circie. 

Some of the visitors could detect the shock. 

Others could not. 

The Misses Fallon remained in the shaft 
about twenty minutes and then returned to 
the hotel. The shocking, however, did not 
leave them, and sometimes it has continued 
throughout the day. 

Many most remarkable cures have been 
wrought at Hillman and some of: the stories 
are hardly creditable. 

About ten o’clock the party returned ta the 
“Elienita,’’ and in afew minvtes the train 
was moving towards Washington. The ride 
wasa delightful one. On both sides of the 
road magnificent crops abound. The cotton 
crop isthe finest in years, while the grain is 
all excellent. Wilkes county is a fine one at all 
times, but it never looked better than it did 
yesterday. The farmers are allin fine spirits, 
and a large business is predicted. 

The visitors were met at the depot by a com- 
mittee of citizens. A line of private carriages 
was near the road, and in a few minutes every- 
pody found a seat. Then a rapid drive 
through the city and into the 
country and the party was upon 
the barbecue ground. The drive was over a 
magnificent country road and through some of 
the tinest plantations in the county. 

The grove selected for the barbecue was a 
delightfully cool and shady piace. 

Sheriff Callaway was in possession and was 
superintending the work. The long trench was 
a live bed of coals, over which shoats, lamb, 
birds and calves were toasting. 

Sheriff Callaway, who knows more about 
barbecues than any .man in the country, was 
watching ¢losely for the time toseason. A 
long table, just !ong enough for one hundred 
people, was placed near the edge of the groye 
and upon it was everything that the ingenuity 
of Mr. Caliaway could suggest. 

Nothing could have been added. 

Before the repairing to the 
gentlemen assembled in the grove, where 
introductions followed. Some of Wilkes 
ablest, oldest and wealthiest gentlemen were 
present, and in that pleasant affable way 
which has made Washington famous, they en- 
tertained the visitors. 

At the table there was no ceremony. 

Everybody pitched in and ate. 

Eating was what they were there for. 

And they ate. 

Captain Howell, at one of 
the table,§ tried to down Don 
Bain, who was on his right, but it wasa case 
of draw. 

The meal was enlivened by conversation. 

When the table was deserted it looked like 
a cyclone had struck it. 

And that made Sheriff Callaway look happy. 

If there is anything Callaway loves more 
than to superintend a barbecue it is to see 
those present enjoy it. 

And thatis just what the Atlanta contingent 
did. 

They enjoved it, 

After dinner Don Bain made the sheriff 
happy by saying: ; 

*“Collaway, I would like to have struck that 
dinner when I had an appetite.”’ 

Colonel Adair fainted. 

The gentlewen remained in the grove until 
3:30, when the carriage started for 
the city. It was then a_ drive 
over town. No place on earth 
is fuller of historic interest than Washington. 
Every corner has its own story. 

The first Catholic church ever built in the 
state,

confederate cabinet was held.

The party was driven to the traiy, and at 
five o’clock pulled away from Washington.

In the presence of you wholiveon the Pa- 
cific coast, I who live on the Atlantic coast 
may appropriately speak on this marine allu- 
sion of the text, forall who know about the 
sea know about the castaway. The text im- 
plies that ministers ofreligion may help others 
into heaven and yet miss it themselves. The 
carpenters that built Noah’s ark did not get 
into it themselves. Gown and surplice, and 
diplomas and canonicals are not security. 
Cardinal Wolsey, after-having been petted by 
kings, and having entertained foreign embas- 
‘ad rs at Hampton court, died in darkness. 
One of the most eminent ministers of reli- 
gion that this country has ever known, plung- 
ed into sin and died; his heart, by post-mor- 
tem examination, found to have been, not fig- 
uratively, but literally broken. We may have 
hands of ordination onthe head and address 
consecraied assemblages, but that is no reasou 
why we shall necessarily reach the realm ce- 
lestial. The clergyman must go through the 
same gate of pardon as the layman. There 
have been cases of shipwreck where all] on 
board escaped excepting the captain. Alas! 
if, having ‘“‘preached to others, I myself 
should be cast away.’’ God forbid it. 

I have examined some of the commentaries 
to see what they thought about this word 
‘“‘castaway,’’ and I tind they differ in regard to 
the figure used, while they agree in regard to 
the meaning. So I shall make my own selec. 
tion, and take itina nautical and seafaring 
sense, andshow you that men may become 
spiritual castaways, and bow finally they drift 
into that calamity. 

You and I live in seaboard cities. You have 
all stood on the beach. Many of you have 
crossed the ocean. Some of you have man- 
aged vessels in great stressof weather. There 
is a sea captain, there is another, and yonder is 
another, and there are a goodly number of you 
who, thongh once you did not know the differ- 
ence between a brig and a bark, and between a 
diamond Knot and asprit sheet sail knot, and 
although you could not point out the weathnr 
cross jack brace, and though you cold not mar 
the fore clew garnets, now you are familliae 
with a ship as you are with your right 
hand, and if it were necessary you 
could take a vessel clear across the mouth 
of the Mersey without tle loss of a sin- 
gle sail. Well, there isa dark night in your 
memory of the sea. The vessel became un- 
manageable. You saw it was scudding toward 
the shore. You heard the cry: ‘Breakers 
ahead! Landon the leejbow!’’ The vessel 
struck the rock and you felt the deck breaking 
up under your feet, and you were a castaway, 
as when Hercules drove on the coast of 
Caffraria, as when the Portuguese brig went 
Staying, splitting, grinding, orashing on the 
Goodwins. Lut whetherfyou have fullowed 
the sea or not, you all understand the figure 
when I tell youthat there are men, who, by 
theirsins and temptations, are thrown helpless! 
Driven before the gale! Wrecked for two 
worlds! Castaways! Castaways! 

By talking with some sea captains I have 
found out that there are three or four catses 
for such a calamity to a vessel. I have been 
told that it sometimes comes from creating 
false lights on the beach. This was often so 
in olden times. It is not many years ago, in- 
deed, that vagabonds used to wander up and 
down the beach, getting vessels ashore iil the 
night, throwing up false lights in their pres- 
ence and deceiving them, that they may de- 
spoil and ransack them. Ali kinds of infernal 
arts were used to accomplish this. And one 
night, on the Cornish coast, when the sea was 
coming in fearfully, some villains took a lan- 
tern and tied it to a horse and.led the horse up 
and down the beach, the lantern swinging to 
the motion of the horse, and a sea captain 
in the offing saw it and made up 
his mind tuat he was not anywhere 
near the shore, for he said: ‘‘There’s a vessel 
—-that must be a vessel, for it hasa movable 
light,’’ and he had no apprehension till he 
heard the rocks grating on the ship’s bottom, 
and it went to pieces, and the villians on shore 
gathered up the packages and treasures that 
were washed tothe land. AndI have to tell 
you that there area multitude of souls ruined 
by false lights on the beach. In the dark 
night of man’s danger, false religion goes u 
and down the shore, shaking its lantern, an 
men look-off and take that flickering and 
expiring wick as the signal of safety, and 
the cry is: “‘Heave the main topsail to the 
mast! Allis well!’’ when sudden destruc- 
tion cometh upon them, and they 
shall not escape. So there are all kinds of 
lanterns swung on the beach—philosophical 
lanterns, educational lanterns, humanitarian 
lanterns. Men look at them and are deceived, 
when there is nothing but God’s eternal light- 
house of the gospel that can keep them from 
becoming castaways. Once, on Wolf Crag 
lighthouse, they tricd to build a copper figure 
of a wolf with its mouth open, so that the 
storms beating into it, the wolf would howl 
forih the dangers to mariners that might be 
coming anywhere near the coast. Of course 
it Was afailure. And 60 all new inventions 
for the saving of man’s soul are unavailing. 
What the human race wants is a light burst- 
ing forth from the cross standing on the 
great headlands—the light of pardon, 
the light of comfort, the light of heavy 
eu. You might better go tonight, and destroy 
all the great lighthouses on the dangerous 
coasts—-the Barnegat lighthouse, the Fastnet 

tack lighthouse, the Sherryvore lighthouse, 
the Lorgship’s lighthouse, the MHollyhead 
lighthouse—than to put out God’s great ocean 
lampn—the Gospel. Woe to those who swing 
faise lanterns an the beach till men crash into 
ruin! Castaways! Castawavs! 

By talking with sea captains I have heard 
also that sometimes ships come to this calam- 
ity by tho sudden swoop of atempest. For 
instance, a vesse! is sailing along in the East 
Indies, and there is notasing!e cloud on the 
sky; but suddenly: the breeze freshens, and 
there are swift feet onthe ratlines, and the 
eryis: ‘*Way, haul away there!” but before 
they can square the booms and tarpaulin the 
hatchways, the vessel is groaning and creak- 
ing inthe gripof atornado, and falls over 
into the trough of the sea. und broadside it 
rolls on to the beach and keels over, leaving 
the crew to struggle in ll:e merciless surf, 
Castaway! Castaway! Anise] have to tell 
you that there are thousands cf men ce-troyed 
through the sudden swoo» of temptations. 
Some great inducement to worldliness, or to 
sensuality, or to high temper, or to some form of 
dissipation, comes upon them. If they had 
time to examine their Bible, ifthey had time 


to consult with their friends, if they had time | 
to deliberate, they could stand it; but the | 


temptation came so suddenly—an _ enurociydon 
on the Mediterranean,a whirlwind on the 
Carribbean. One awful surge of temptation 
and they perish. And so we hear the old 
story: ‘i hadn’t seen my friend in a great 
many years.

reckless—the captain, the helmsman, the 
stoker, the man on the lookout, becomes reck- 
less, and, in nine out of ten shipwreeks, it is 
found out some one was awfully to blame. 

I have to teli you that men are morally ship- 
wrecxed through sheer recklessness. There 
are thousands who do not care where 
they are in spiritual things. They 40 
not know wjch way they are sailing, 
and the sea is black with piratical hulks 
that would grapple them with hooks of 
steel and blindfold {them, and make them 
“walk the plank,’”’ They do not know what 
the next moment may bring forth. Drifting 
in their theology. rifting in taeir habits. 
Drifting in regard to all their future. No God, 
no Christ, no settled anticipations of eternal 
felicity; but all the time coming nearer to 4 
dangerous coast. Some of them are on fire 
with evil habit, and they shall burn on the sea, 
the charred hulk tossed ‘hp on the barren 
beach. Many of them with great troubles, 
financial troubles, domestie troubles, social 
troubles; but they never pray for comfort. 
With an aggravation of sin they pray for no 
pardon. They donot steer for the lightship 
that dances in gladness at the mouth of 
Heaven’s harbor; reckless as they were they 
come out, drifting further from God, further 
from early religious infiuences, further from 
happiness ; and what is the worst thing about 
it is, they are taking their families along with 
them. and the way one goes, the proba- 
bility is they will all go. Yet no anx- 
iety. As unconscious of danger as the pas- 
sengers aboard the Arctic one moment before 
the Vesta crashed into her. Wrapped up in 
the business of the store, not remembering 
that soon they must quit all their earthly pos- 
sessions. Absorbed in their social position, 
not knowing that very soon they will have at- 
tended the last levee, and whirled in the last 
schottische. They donot deliberately choose 
to be ruined; neither did the French frigate 
Medusa aim forthe Arguin banks, but there 
it went to pieces. I wish I could wake you 
up. The perils are so augmented, you will 
die just as certainly as you sit there unless 
you bestir yourself. Are you willing to 
become a castaway? You throw out no 
oar. You take no surroundings. You watch 
nocompass. You are not calculating your 
bearings while the wind is abaft, and yonder 
is a long line of foam bounding the horizon, 
aud you will be pushed on toward it, and 
thousands have perished there, and you are 
driving in the same direction. Ready about! 
Down helm! Hard down! Man the life 
boat! Pull, my lads, pull! “He that being 
o.ten reproved hardeneth his neck, shall be 
suddenly destroyed and that without remedy.” 
But some of you are saying within yourselves: 
“What shall I do?’ Do? Do? Why, my 
brother, do whatany ship does when it is in 
trouble. Lift a distress signal. On the sea 
there is a fiash and a boom. 
You listen and you look. A vesselis in trouble. 
The distress gun is sounded, or a rocket is sent 
up, or a blanket is lifted, or a bundle of rags— 
anything to catch the eye of the passing craft. 
So if you want to betaken off the wreck of 
your sin, you must lift a distress signal. The 
publican lifted the distress signal when he 
cried: ‘God, be mereiful tome a sinner!’’ 
Peter lifted the distress signal when he said: 
“Lord, save me, I perish!’ The blind man 
lifted the distress signa! when he said: ‘‘Lord, 
that my eyes may be opened.’’ The jailer 
lifted the distress signal when he sfiid: ‘‘What 
must I do to be saved?’’ And help will never 
come to your soul until you lift some signal. 
You must make some cemonstration, give 
some sign, make some heaven piercing outcry 
for help, lifting the distress signal for the 
church’s prayer, lifting the distress signal for 
heaven’s pardon. Pray? Pray! The voice 
of the Lord now sounds in your ears: ‘In me 
is thy help.’”’ Too proud to rgise such a Signal, 
too proud to be saved. 

There was an old sailor thumping about in a 
small boat in a tempest.

QO, sinking soul, see 
you notthe glimmer between the rifts of the 
storm cloud? That is the star of hope. 

Deathstruck, I chased the tide to stem, 
When suddenly a star arose, 
It was the star of Bethlehem! 

Ii there are any here who consider them- 
selves castaways, let me say God is doing 
everything tosaye you. Did you ever hear of 
Lionel Luken? He was tho inventor of the 
insubwergible life boat. All honor is due to 
his memory by seafaring men as well as by 
landsmen. How many lives he saved by his 
inyention. In after daysthat invention was 
improved, and one day there was a perfect 
life boat, the Northumberland, ready at Rams 
gate. The life boat being ready, to test it the 
crew came out and leaped on _ the 
gunwale on one side to see if the boat 
would upset; it was impossible to 
upset. it. “hen, amid the huzzas of ex- 
cited thousan. “hat boat was launcled, and it 
has gone and came, picking up a great many 
of the shipwrecked. But i have to tel) you 
now of a grander launching, and froin the dry 
docks of heaven. Word came up that a world 
was beating on the rocks. In the presence of 
the potentates of heaven the life boat of the 
world’s redemption was launched. It shoved 
off the golden sands amid angelic hosanna. 
The surges of darkness beat against its bow, 
but it sailed on, and it comes in sight of us 
this hour. It comes for you, it comes for me. 
Soul! soul! get into it. Make one leap for 
heaven. Let that boat go past and your op. 
portunity is gone.

Within the 
past year, citizens of the stateof New York 
hayvé taken acontractto build 900 miles of 
railroad for Chili, at a cost of thirty-five 
million dollars. This suggests the enor- 
mous developments going on to the south 
of us. In the Argentine Republic the forces 
of civilization are at work with the same 
dynamic energy they have developed in the 
west. Everything is new, and the oppor- 
tunities to capital are almost unequaled. 
Foreign capitalists, if they be developers, 
get almost any concession they ask.’ The 
progressive English and the shrewd and 
tenacious Germans are there, The Ameri- 
cans, though gladly received, are few and 
far between. They Lave not had a} to 
goabroad. Soon they will wake up to the 
fact thatthey must. Our country will soon 
be full of waresif not of people, and we 
must widen the market. 

The southern trip of the South Ameri- 
cans, originally set for November, will 
probably be deferred a month or so, in 
order that they may rest from sight secing 
in the north, and come to us fresh. When 
they come, Atlanta will receive them in 
becoming style, but in the meantime the 
question of South American trade should be 
studied. Our people should be up onthe 
question and have something to say, some 
matured plan, when the South Americans 
come. To this end, would it not be well to 
organize a society to go to work in earnest ? 


The Ownership of the Savannah River. 

The obstructions placed by the Augusta 
dam, in the way of shad ascending the Sa- 
vannab river, may soon bloom into a ques- 
tion of interstate importance. 

And Colonel L. T. Gantt will be the 
the champion for the freedom of the river. 

At one time the Savannah was one of the 
best fish streams in the south. 
shad furnished profitable business to people 
all along the river, and formed an important 
fcod staple. The streams emptying into the 
Savannah were likewise filled with the 
toothsome shad. Now, however, a shad 
found above Augusta is a rarity, and this is 
why the people are aroused, 

This stoppage of the shad run is attributa- 
ble to the canal dam at Augusta. There is 
a fishway in the dam, it is true, but the fish 
will not risk iteven under the temptation of 
finding the cooler waters of the upper Sa- 
vannah. 

Colonel Gantt, in looking up the law con- 
trolling the river, has discovered a musty old 
treaty entered into between the states of 
Georgia and South Carolina. This agree- 
ment was known as the treaty of Bradford. 
It seems that the ownership of the river had 
been disputed, and the settlement of the case 
was in favor of Georgia, on condition that 
the river should be forever kept clear ‘‘for 
the free passage of fish and boats.'’ The 
existence of the Augusta dam is claimed to 
be a violation of this treaty, and the people 
affected are likely to ask for the proper 
remedy. 


The Negro North and South. 

The Chicago Herald has a beautiful little 
editorial on ‘*The Nigger Issue,’’ and it 
seems inclined to treat some of its less serl- 
ous contemporaries with supreme contempt. 

Its reference to the south is a very neat 
piece of work, if this word can be applied to 
its byplay. It refers to the noise that the 
republicans are making on account of the 
protests the south has made with reference 
to the appointment of one or two undesira- 
ble negroes. 

However dangerous negro supremacy may 
be at the south, where the problem of negro 
domination has come to be a very serious 
matter, there is no danger whatever that he 
will ever be supreme at the north, 

The Herald ‘says that the same republicans 
who are shouting over the trouble created in 
Atlanta by the appointment of a negro in 
the postoflice are kicking the negroes off the 
steps of the Chicago postoflice.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial. Chronicle, in 
its weekly reviefi,of the cotton movement, 
says that for thaliveek ending last Friday, 
the total receipts bave reached 6,532 bales, 
against 1,406 bales last week, and 1,005 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts sincé thé Ist of Sept., 1888, 5,516,- 
969 bale’, against 5,545,477 bales for tha 
same period of 1887-8, showing a decrease 
since Sept. 1, 1888, of 28,508 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
15,873 bales, of which 14,316 were to Great 
Britain; 517 to France, and 1,040 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 398,200 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 21,506 bales, including 15,097 
for export and 6,400 for consumption. Of 
the above 100 bales were to arrive. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 5,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight of 32,501 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 1888, 
and a decrease of 262,844 bales as com- 
pared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 532 bales, and are 8,136 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
1,904 bales less than the same weck last 
year, and since Sept. 1 the receipts at al] 
the towns are 40,431 bales more than for the 
same time in 1887-S8. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, 5,508,801 bales, 
although the receipts at the ontports the 
past week were 6,532 bales; the actual 
movement from plantations was only 6,349 
bales, the baiance being taken from the 
stocks at the interior towns. Last year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 18,264 bales, and for 1887 they 
were 19,540 bales, 

The decrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 75,315 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1886-87 is 478,- 
674 bales, and the increase over 1885-86 is 
365,366 bales. 


The Chrouicle says that the speculation - 


in cotton for future delivery at New York 
has been more active with rather wide fluc- 
tuations, the final prices today showing 
a decline for the week. .On Monday 
there was an advance, due toa rise of 6-64d. 
in the nearoptions in Liverpool, an advance 
of 1-16c on the spot here and a variety of 
other causes, 

A further rise in Liverpool on Tuesday 
caused another advance here to which an 
additional rise of 1-16c on the spot and a 
good demand from shorts also contributed, 
though towards the close realizing sales 
caused a reaction, and with the exception 
of Angust all options closed lower. 

On Wednesday there was a sharp decline 
following a fall in Liverpool and _ liberal 
sales here for long account, especially for 
August, September and October, the first 
named option deciining 20 points. The 
crop advices were generally favorable, 

On Thursday there was an unexpected 
advance inthe early options in Liverpool, 
and this caused a rise here. The receipts 
at the ports, though larger, were a little 
less than half what they were at the cor- 
responding date last year. 

Friday prices were irregular, advancing 
early owing toa rise of 5-64 to 6-64d on the 
early options in Liverpoul, but losing the 
advance later and making a moderate net 
decline owing to the issue of a good many 
notices for August, the quantity of cotton 
approximating, it was stated, 15,000 bales. 
There was considerable switching from Au- 
gust to September and October. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
the south indicate that the weather has, as 
a rule, been satisfactory dwring the week 
and that cotton is doing well. Worms are 
reported in districts of Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Tennessee and Texas, 
but generally without material damage. 
Picking is progressing;finely in many sec- 
tions. :

The University’s New Governing Board. 
From the Augusta Chronicle, 

The Howell bill has become a law and the 
governor has created under it a new board of trus- 
tees for the State University. The measure was 
framed in the interest of the university and has a 
three-fold effect. It makes the management of 
that institution more compact and more directly 
responsible to the state. It brings the college 
nearer tothe people and scatters more equitably 
through the different districts the representation on 
the board. These ideas are creditable fo Hon. 
Clark Howell, the framer of the bill, whose inteili- 
gent interest has been of great aid to the friends of 
higher education in Georgsa. 

The new board of trustees consists of eighteen 

members, all but two having been members of the 
old. Dr. Felton, of Bariow,and Judce Hutchins, 
of Gwinnett, are the new members, Besides those 
appointed, Governor Gordon and Hon. N. E. Harris, 
of Macon, president of the School of Technology, 
are ex-officio members. This leaves a board of 
eighteen out of a former body of forty-two. 
. This change brings the university more directly in 
charge of the state. Itis mow moie than ever de- 
pendent upon the state, and the state by this action 
is obliged to sustain the university. All of its gov- 
erning board aré now named by the governor, the 
term of office after the expiration of each vacancy 
being eight years. Under the new law the board of 
trustees will meetin Athens on the third Wedues« 
day in September next and elect a presiding officer. 
It willthen adjourn to assemble on the Thursday 
preceding the commencement Sunday in Athens, 
unless called together sooner by its own order. 
Each trustee is to be paid $4 per diem for actual at- 
tendance on the meetiags of the board, provided 
the board sball not sit longer than ten days in each 
year. Trustees are also given mileage to and from 
the meetings.

THE 


AUGUSTA NOT INCLUDED IN 
MARCH TO THE SEA. 


Some Facts and Speculations About the 
Reason This City Was Not Besieged in 
1865—A Grim Letter From Old Tecum- 
seh. 

From the Augusta, Ga, Chronicle. 

Why didn’t Sherman come to Augusta? 
This question has been asked scores of times 
since the winter of 1864. At that time every- 
body thought he would come. Atlanta had 
been destroyed and Hood hurled back on 
Tennessee in bloody recoil. Sherman’s vice 
torious troops faced about and to the tune o€’ 
‘John Brown’s body’? commenced “smashing 
things’ in Georgia. Farm houses blazed 
in his path and a terrible furrow, forty miles 
wide, was cut in the very heart of Georgia. 

The tactital position appeared to Le Au} 
gusta. Next to Richmond, Augusta seemed 
to be the key of the confederacy. It lay di- 
rectly in line of Carolina, where it was 
known Sherman was forcing his way. 1t com— 
manded outlets to Savannah by rail and river, 
being then, as now, the best distributing point 
abeve the sea. Once in Augusta, Charleston 
and Savannah were in easy reach, and Colam= 
bia in striking distance. 

Again, Augusta contained a larrpe amount 
of stores. The arsenal was here, and while it 
was openthe confederate army commanded 
rich resources for war material. ihe powder 
milis had proven the mainstay of the civil 
struggle. It waseven{tthen shipping tons of 
amiuiunition to Virginia tothe ariny of Lee. 
Besides these were large quantities of pro- 
visions and goods from the cotton mi!!s, while 
piled in the streets, as high as the buildings on 
Broad street, were thousands of bales of raw 
cotton. 

Vou Piatt, in writing of the march through 
Georgia, declared that Augusta was the logical 
destination of Sherman’s army, and that iad 
this city been captured the civil war would 
have closed right away. He characterized 
Sherman’s famous ‘“‘March to the sea’ as an 
empty, buccanecering performence, without 
reason and without sigral achievement.

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| CREEKS AND SEMINOLES 


_ OVER FIFTY YEARS AGO. 
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The Outline of 
_-* Kirst White Men That Ever Explored 


a Remarkable Careey-The 


_ ‘Phat Swamp. 

 * One of the most notable figures in the pres- 
ss @nt general assembly is the next oldest mem- 

-ber, Mr. McDonald, of Ware. 


He is now over seventy-two years of age, but 
still hale and hearty. This is thetenth time 
he has filled a seat in the legislature. His first 
term was in 42-43, in the old capitol at Mil- 


He wasamember of the secession conven- 
tion, and cast bis vote with Tom Cobb, Bar- 
tow, Nisbet, and a majority of that famous 
body, for immediate secession. 

He was afterward a member of the constitu- 
tional convention of ‘77, and took an active 
part in framing the present constitution of 
Georgia. 

Apart from a most interesting and honorable 


_ Jegislative career, Mr. McDonald is a veteran 


of two wars. For four or five years he 
hunted Creeks and Seminoles through the 
swamps of south Georgia, and then, 
when the bugles called in ’6], he left the 
secession convention to lead a company from 
Ware. A short while afterward, when the 
Thirteenth Georgia (afterward the Twenty- 
sixth) regiment was reorganized in Savannah, 
Mr. McDonald was made lieutenant colonel. 
iis last figuting was inthe final struggle be- 
fore Richmend. 

He is—as he stated in his memorable speech 
of last Friday—the father of twenty-two 
children, fifty-two grandchildren, and four 
great-grandchildren. 

Now he is the representative from his old 
county, Ware, and one of the most active 
workers in the legislature. 

HUNTING THE INDIANS. 

The old gentleman, then but a boy in his 
twentieth year, carried from Ware county to 
Millcdgeville the news of the Creek- 
Seminole outbreak in 736, and then 
earried back from Governor McDonald 
the orders to organize and put into 
service the militia companies of his owa and 
the neigi: boring counties. 

The Semiuole war, it will be remembered, 
ha] broken out in Florida in ’35, The Creeks, 
brolkenin Alabama, made their way through 
southwest Georgiato join the Seminoles in 
Florida, Considerable bodies of both nations 
infested the border swamps, and, taking ad 
vantage of the scattered and unprotected set- 
tlers, killed many and destroyed their homes. 

“There were,’’ says Mr. McDonald, ‘‘some 
seven or eight companies formed, in addition 
tothe two companies of United States regu- 
lars. There were Captain D. J. Miller, Captain 
W. 3B. North, Captain James <A. Sweat, 
Captain N. J. Holton, of Appling, Captain 
Clark, and others whose names are still 
prominent in that section of Georgia. A num- 
ber of ‘block houses’’ and posts were estab- 
lished around Okefeenokee swamp, and a gar 
risop stationed at each. Many of these 
sites are still marked by small __ set- 
tlements, such as Fort Gilmer, Camp 
Pinckney, Cox’s Hammock, Fort Bennett, 
named after a young man who was killed 
there by the Indians; Fort Floyd, named after 
General Fioyd, the commander of ail the vol- 
unteer troops; Traders’ Hill, where all our 
military stores, were kept; Fort Mudge, built 
by Major Loomis; Fort Norton, named after 
another young man killed by the Indians. 
Another fort was named after Lieutenant 
Walker. That is abvut four miles in the 
swamp on a sort of island still known as 
Billy’s Old Field, after a friendly Indian that 
had lived there for years. It was bullt by 
General Floyd, after the circle of posts was 
completed. He started through the swamp, 

oing from Fort Walker almost due east to 

ce Pond. He had 150 men with him—the 
first white men that ever traversed that por- 
tion of the swamp. The men traveled much 
more slowly than they had expected, and 
were almost starved before they veached Race 
Pond. 

“Floyd’s island, eight orten miles long, a 
dry, white,sandy, hammock island,covered with 
pines, was named after the leader of that ex- 
pediticn. It had never been known to white 
people before. 

HOW INDIANS FIGHT. 

“Tn ail that march the boys never once saw an 
Indian. They saw Indian trails occasionally, 
but the trails were always Jost in some pond of 
water. The way they dois to agree before 
going into the lake where they will meet 
again, seven oreight miles away possibly, and 
then when they come out of the water, each 
Indian goes aseparate way and it 1s impossible 
to follow the trail of one nan. 

“They knew always exactly where we were, 
and the main body of them kKepton the oppo- 
site side of the swamp, venturing out from 
there occasionally to murderand rob. They 
kept just enough men near us to watch and 
mislead us.’’ 

“How iwany Indians were there in the 
swamp?” , 

“About forty or fifty warriors—probably 
one hundred and fiftyinall. We could teil 
by counting the tracks as they caime out of the 
water.”’ 

“Tt seems that they would all be killed out 
in a littie while.’’ 

“No, the Indians wouldn’t fight. They 
kept away from the soldiers, even where they 
outnumbered us. They never risk being 
killed if they can help. Their plan is to lurk 
and massacre. They are as cunning as foxes. 
Frequently wagon teams were attacked, the 
teamsters killed, the mulesshot down, and the 
wagons burned after the Indians had taken all 
ee! wanted. 

“But to show you how carefully they fought. 
Amannamed Wilds lived on a plantation 
near the swamp, and refused to leave home 
when the neighbors went off. to the towns. 
He hived about three miles from Kettle creek. 
One day he and his wife left home to look for 
some cattle. His wife was one of those hardy, 
brave women who could stand as much and 
shoot arifie as wellas he could. They went 
about four miles and then returned home. 
The Indians followed them home. They 
went to sleep, never once dreaming that the 
Indians were near, 

Next morning, 
Wilds stepped out’ through 
door, and was shot dead. His wife 
ran out §and was shot down. The Indians 
had been hidden behind fences and trees, but 
now that the old manand old woman were 
dead, they rushed towards the house. The 
children—of whom there were eight—ran for 
the woods. The Indians killed two children 
at the house. <Anotier child was a daughter, 
ayoung wife. She hada young baby in her 
arms when she ran from the house. The 
Indlans caught her and stabbed her to death 
with their scalping knives. The baby was 
killed in the same way. 

A WHITE INDIAN. 

“Four boys got away. One of them was 
named Reuben. Ashe ran into the woods 
three or four Indians saw him. One Indian ran 
ahead of the others, and finally caught up with 
the boys. . 

“Run, you little rascal,’ said the Indian, in 
plain English. ‘*Run for your life.” ? 

Reuben says the Indian trotted on behind 
him for some distance, and then turned and 
went back. The one that saved his life was a 
white man in war paint, but to this day nobody 
knows his name or why he lived that life 
amongst the Indians, or why he spared the 
boy’s life. 

“The other three boys that got away were 
John, James and Jesse Wilds.” 

TWO DEAD INDIANS. 

“The only two Indians that I remember be- 
ing killed in all ihat time, from °36 until they 
finally left the swamp, in ’41,; were killed to- 
gether. 

“Tt happened this way: 

“We found where a considerable nnmber of 
{ndians had entered the swamp. They went 
in separately in order to keep tis from follow- 
ing their trail. By going in above and below 
the tracks, and then coming together, we 
finally crossed the trail and followed it. We 
followed for two or three miles ond then lost it 
in alake. It was already dark or nearly dark

DR. JEFFERY PREACHES AT FIRST 
BAPJIST CHURCH. 


Bidding Good-8Sye to the Congregation— 
“The Works of Faith and the Labor of 
Love.” 


It was unfortunate that the morning was 80 
unpropitious as to keep many away from hear- 
ing the farewell serman of Dr. P. Reuben 
Jeffery. Still, a large congregation was 
present to hear the parting words of this truly 
good and devout man of Ged. Dr. Jeffery ac- 
cepted the temporary pastorate of this church, 
and no pastor,inso short atime, has so en- 
deared himself tohis church and congrega- 
tion. His is surely the life of a Christian. 
Through along and earnest ministry he has 
grown year by year more and more 

hrist-like, taking into his heart and 
life the gentler virtues of the Christian, 
the foregoing spirit, sympathy for the errors of 
the weak, love for the fallen and despised of 
earth. He delights to picture the gentle, loy- 
ing, enduring, forgiving Christ. His work in 
this church, though short, has been a good 
work, and it will follow him. He goes out 
with the love of his people, and through the 
coming years many and many a time will the 
Godly walk, and ripe Christian experience of 
his life come baek to comfort and strengthen 
the members of his church. He leaves 
with the church a rich legacy--akin to 
that which’ Christ left—the example of a 
Christian—aye and he will be remembered. 
Many will be the incidents in the lives of those 
to whom he has ministered, that will bring 
back his wise admonitions. His farewell ser- 
mon was based on a passage from Paul’s first 
letter tothe church of the Thessalonians, in 
which Paul especially commended their 
‘works of faith, labor of love and patierce 
of hope.’’ Paul regarded the Thessalonian 
church a model church. It is a great tribute 
to any church to. speak of it ag Paul 
did of this church. he three eléments 
he commended so highly were all spiritual. 
He did not praise them for any outward show 
of strength or adherence to doctrines, but for 
that spirit which showed them imbued with 
the true Christian life. He combines the 
‘works of faith’ and the “labor of love.’’ 
These two words, ‘‘works’’ and “‘iabor,’’ are 
often used in the scriptures, but never as 
synonyms. ‘‘Works’’ refers tofthat which has 
been done. Labor is the means of achieving 
the works. ‘*Works’’ aro the results of labor. 
Thus works are of faith, labor of love. Faith 
shows its vitality by the works that grow out 
of it. Faith is the euthusiasim of conviction of 
the providence and promises of God—a pro 
found belief in Christ as the reconciler of man 
to God, and of God toman. It may not be an 
intelligent or philosophical belief, yet a con- 
viction of the great reality of a living God and 
alifetocome. It is more than a conviction— 
it leads us to ‘‘consecrate our bodies a living 
sacrifice to God. 

Every man’s works will be tried, whether you 
made gold and silver and precious stones out 
of your ministry. Whatcan we show at the 
final day? May our life work not be rejected ? 
May we not go up to the great harvest of God’s 
account empty-handed, but with our shoulders 
weighted with the shocks of the harvest? It 
is the first duty of the Christian to build 
up a grand ideal character in himself 
and then to spread abroad his’ work, 
by sustaining the church meetings, upholding 
the pastor and giving of alms to the needy, 
How many can say through your labor of love 
am I saved? Works of faith are by labor of 
love. Are your works such? If you, in sym- 
pathy, have wiped one tear from the eye of 
sorrow an angel has caught that tear and set 
it, a jewel in your future crown. If you have 
rested some sad heart from one sigh an angel 
has borne it to heaven and changed tosong that 
will swell the chorus of your welcome 
home. It is the labor of love that 
leads to self sacrifice for the good of others. 
Their works do followthem. Those who stop 


so often grow tired, feelthat they heed rest; -} 


that they have carried their burdens long 
enough, labor not from theinspiration of love. 
Does the mother tire at the sickbed of her 
child? Love knows no anxiety for rest. ‘‘The 
love of Christ constraineth us.” It trans 

fuses into our being that which led Christ to 
come from the courts of heavenand suffer and 
labor and die for us. 

Love is a passion that burns in our veins and 
finds its sufiiciency in sacriticee—‘‘the patience 
of hope.’”’ That expectation and desire that 
waits and looks for the life to come, that 
makes us endure these light afflictions in ex- 
pectancy of the gloryin heaven. It says to 
the toiler each day, ‘fone day nearer home,’’ 
Don’t give up as you get nearer heaven. 
Be patient, toil on and wait for the 
glorious revelation just ahead. Are 
you impatient’ of the way? Do 
you sorrow for your start heavenward? Ask 
Paul as he now stands on yonder topmost pin- 
nacle, if he regrets the stripes, the prisons, the 
tortures he here endured foraseason. A few 
more days and the summons will come, ‘Rest 
from your labors.”” The doctor concluded his 
sermon with a loving’ benediction on 
the membership of the church, which 
had taken him into their love and kindness, 
hoping that in the aptitude of God’s grace, it 
might go forward to grander achievemeuts in 
the master’s’ cause. 

At the conclusion of the sermon and during 
the singing of the last hymn the doctor, with 
his most estimable wife, stood in front of the 
pulpit, and bid good-bye to each and all of the 
congregation. Verilya good man has gone 
from among us.

ACurious Story From the Early Annals of 


Wilkes County—The Interest&vinced by 


Georgians. . 
From the Washington, Ga., Chronicle. 

The people of Washington may naturally 
take some interest in the fate of this unhappy 
woman now in: jailim England and who was 
recenily sentenced’ to life imprison- 
‘ment for the “murder of  herhus- 
band. Her father, Mr. William Chand- 
ler, and her graidmother, Mrs. Daniel 
Chandler, wére voth born in Washington. 
The house in which Mr. Charles Irvin now 


lives was built by.d4rs. Maybrick’s grand-' 


father, Mr. Daniel Chandler, and it is proba- 
dle that her father, Wm. Chandler, was 
born _— there. Mrs. Daniel Chandler 
was Sarah Campbell, the daughter of 
a citizen of Wilkes much honored in life, 


Colonel Duncan G. Campbell. A tombstone’ 


on the property of Mr. William A. Pope, just 
outside of the town boundary, marks the 
grave of Colonel Campbell. Colonel Camp 
bell’s father was an aid-de-camp of General 
Nathaniel) Greene in the revolution, 
and probably jomed that gereral as 
he passed through North Carclina on 
his way to the battle of Guilford Courthouse. 
Colonel Duncan Campbell, his son, was born 
in North Carolina and educated at Chapel 
Hill, He was a distinguished lawyer and 
Was one of the commissioners appointed 
‘by .President Monroe to treat with 
the Creck Indians in regard to the 
céssion of their lands. Colonel Campbell was 
of course of Scotch ancestry, and the writer, 
~whd went td school with two of his nieces, re- 
members to have heard them say that the 
family came of that branch of the clan Camp- 
bell which had the duke of Argyil as heredi- 
tary chieftain. So of course Coionel Campbell 
was a ’reslyterian—one of the founders of the 
Presbyterian church in Washington. He rep- 
resented Wilkes in the legislature and was 
noted forhhis zeal for female education. Judge 
Garnett Andrews studied law with him, and 
his son-in-law was Judge Andrews early law 
partner, the firm being Andrews & Chandler.

ba aa was the great attraction yesterday. 


The heavy rain in the morning had little ef- 
fect in keeping the curious people away from 
the starting place at the intersection of Edge- 
wood avenue and Pryor strect. 

When the cars first started the conductors, 
unaccustomed to handling the machinery, 
turned the crank of one of the motors so far 
the wrong way that it was found necessary to 
ran it back to the shed, and during the re- 
mainder of the day only three cars and motors 
could be used in carrying the immense crowds 
who were anxious to make the trip. 

Between three and four thousand people col- 
lected along the line and on top of the hill at 
. the terminus during the afiernoon intending 
to take aride. Most of them, however, were 
disappointed, as only the very active small 
boy and the people willing to fight their way 
on board the cars could be accommodated. 

As soon as the cars appeared on the top of 
the hich grade opposite Edgewood ave- 
nue a rush was made for the foot 
of the hill. The ccnductors, however 
realized that if they all@wed their cars to be 
boarded at that point the people already in- 
side would never be able to get out. Conse- 
quently they refused to stop until the termi- 
nus was reached. It was with great difficulty 
even then that the poople could be kept back 
to give the incoming passengers achance to 
alight. 

As soon as the cars were emptied the great 
crush began. 

Forty people crowded into the motors made 
to carry twenty-five, and the cars intended to 
carry fifty were made to accommodate seventy- 
five. Everybody took the crowding good- 
naturedly, but the people failed to understand 
why the conductors refused to allow the plat- 
forms to be occupied, and severai times after 
he cars were started they had to be stopped 
while the menin charge delivered an oration 
on the dangers of standing outside. 

The cars were kept at half speed until the 
crowds of people were passed. As they as- 
cended the high hill and the full force of the 
electricity was turned on, exclamations of sur- 
prise and deligit could be heard on all sides. 

The easy motion and the absence of a)l noise 
appeared to give great satisfaction. It was dif- 
ficult to realize the speed at which the cars were 
moving until some enterprising passengers 
tried to count the poles at the side of the road. 
It was found that the cars were passing thein 
g0 rapidly that the account could not be kept. 

The only accident during the day happened 
to a dog. Jt was a cur with an immense 
amount of c uriosity. Seeing the motors mov- 
ing rapidiy along the tracks ‘without any appar- 
ent propelling power made him anxious to 
learn how it wasdone. Tosatisfy his longing to 
unravel the mystery he tried to look under- 
neath the car. A second later the brush in 
front of the wheels swept the headless corpse 
of the eur dog to one side. 

Several gentlemen looked at their watches 
when they started to satisfy themselves of the 
time consumedin making the trip to In- 
man park and back. A good many of them 
were surprised at the result. One gentleman 
with afine chronometer was startled to find 
on his return that the trip had taken two 
hours and a half. The gentleman next him, 
with an equally fine watch, was astonished 
when his watch toid him that he had taken 
twenty minutes less than notime at all to go 
and come. The saddest of ail was a 

oung man with a Waterbury watch. 

e had spent sometimes earlier in the day 
winding it up. The electricity effected the 
mainspring in such a way that just as he 
reached Inman park it went off with a 
whirr. The cogs were unable to holdit. He 
succeeded in winding it up again just as 
Atlanta was reached, on the returntrip. As 
his foot touched the sidewalk another explo- 
sion took place. During the ride there and 
back he lived a week. 

When it grew dark the effect of the elec- 
tricity could be more plainly seen. Sparks 
flew from the wheels and followed the little 
wheel over head, looking like a red fiame. 
Occasionally an extra shower of sparks would 
fly out, illuminating the fences on both sides of 
the road. 

The conductors were worn out when the 
day’s work was over. They all said they were 
very glad that the first Sunday of a con could 
only come once. The company, however, were

TWO YOUNG ATLANTA BOYS OUT TO 
FIGHT. 


Falling in Their Dgsires to Secure Each 
Other’s Gore, They Return to the City 
and Cane Each Other Vigerously. © 

The duelling craze has captured Atlanta. 

There was a bloodless affair of honor yester- 
day between two youths of the city. 

Some time ago these two young men, who 
are stillin their teens, fell out about a club 
election matter, and since that time there has 
been blood on the moon. 

Efforts to affect an honorable adjustment of 
the matter proved futile, and, yesterday being 
an off day, they made up their minds to resort 
to the code for consolation. 


The crowd of youths who hai got onto th ™ 


projected duet followed the two youths to wit- 
ness the encounter, and the throng increased 
to such an extent that the combatants decided 


‘to get away from them. 


They gave it out that the fight would take 
place at the capitol, and thitherward the 
crowd of boys took their way. 

But the principals and their seconds 
were too sharp for the crowd, and 
slipping quietly off they boarded the electric 
cars for Edgewood. 

Knowing thatit would be risky to attempt 
to fight in Fulton county, they crossed the line 
into DeKalb, on the idea that if grown men 
crossed the state line, getting into another 
county would do for boys. 

The scene of the encounter was locatedin 
the woods just across the county line, and 
preparations were made for the battle. 

But one of the principals decided, after he 
arrived at the place of meeting, that his sense 
of honor would not permit liim to stand up 
and shoot and be shot at by a man of his oppo- 
nent’s character. 

Tho pisto]s had been got ready and the sec- 
onds were preparing to step off the ground and 
likewise looking for trees large enough to get 
behind when the firing should begin. 

But the hitch occurred most opportnnely, 
and after considerable arguing and wrangling 
tho duel was declared off.
